
THK OPENING AT LAKESIDE. 

Lakeside s fifteen day meeting began yester- 
day and the opening was a rousing one. About 
4,000 followers of the sport went to the track, 
and a majority, it is safe to say, weut to see 
Imp aud Macy come together again They were 
not disappointed as both started in the mile 
and one hundred yards race. This, of course, 
was the principle attraction, but the card all 
through had a sprinkling of good horses and 
the racing in general was up to the standard. 

As was expected, syndicate betting prevailed. 
Leo Mayer and Barney (“Kid”) Weller had the 
privilege. The prices offered, though, were 
very liberal, taking for example the quotations 
on the Imp-Macy race. The latter naturally, on 
account of his big pull in the weights, was a de- 
cided favorite, but as good as 9 to 10 was always 
obtainable. The race on form looked strictly 
between the pair, yet 3 to l straight and even 
money for the place was always Imp’s price. 

With Tom Burns on Macy, and he the 
favorite, it appeared most probable that the 
^bettors would play him. Imp. however, has 
won for them so often that they took another 
chance on her, and all during the betting there 
was a steady play on the honest black filly. 
The moderate bettors to a man were down on 
her. On the other hand, the big fellows took 
advantage of Macy’s pull in the weights and 
played him. The place price on Imp being so 
liberal, there was many a century note wagered 
on her that way. 

The race was fourth on the program, and j m t 
before they went to the post a drizz’ing rain set 
in. Starter Dwyer had some little trouble in 
getting the field lined up, but after a delay of 
about five minutes sent them away to a good 
start. Imp was in front, Macy second and 
Boanerges third. Storm King was last on the 
^outside, and seemed to be short on speed. 
Around the first turn Imp, on the rail, was a 
scant length in front of Macy, with Dr. Shep- 
pard third. Down the backstretch Imp in- 
creased her lead, and on the far turn she seemed 
to draw- away from Macy. 

The filly, in most all of her races has opened 
up a winning gap at about this same spot, and 
when the crowd saw her part company with 
Macy, a shout rang out that could have been 
heard almost to the city. “There she goes;” 
“Catch her if you can;” “There is nothing to 
it,” and remarks of that sort could be heard on 
all sides. The public’s jubilation, though, was 
short lived, for, when Burns got ready, he went 
to the black whirlwind in a jiffy and when 
straightened away for home it was evident, that 
Macy would win. About the eighth post Shep- 
pard hit Imp a couple of times with the whip. 
She swerved from it and the boy seeing he was 
beaten eased up. It was a stirring race and 
well appreciated. 

Rumor has it that Imp was short. If this be 
true she will be benefited by the race and quite 
probably turn the tables on Macy before the 
season closes. 

Czarowitz, with Burns up, was a 9 to 5 favor- 
ite for the initial event. He certainly gave his 
J^ckers a good run for their money, but those 
Wat played him straight only still hold their 
tickets. Burns got away with the favorite clear 
of his field and was in front all the way to 
the stretch. Here Locust Blossom, who was 
always in a good position, took command, and, 
u itouched, by whip or spur, wou with speed in 
reserve. It took all Czarowitz had left to stall 
off Barataria’s rush and get the place. Borden, 
heavily played, was sixth, and Branch, under a 
bad ride, finished a bang up fourth. 

Frank Bell, despite the fact that he was giv- 
ing away a lot of weight, w’as a 9 to 20 chance 
for the second raco. Bloss rode the colt, and 



getting off second soon went to the front. On 
the far turn Frank Bell opened up a big gap, 
and nothing was ever able to get near him after 
that. He won easily at the end by three 
leugths. Fontainebleu, almost left, ran a 
sparkling race aud was second with Boney Boy, 
poorly handled, third. Cathedral, second into 
the stretch, died away at the end and was 
fourth. 

The fourth race was an easy thing for Braw 
Lad. This colt far outclassed his field, but the 
liberal price of 34 t<{ 1 was offered against him. 
Caywood was up, and getting off in the first 
flight always had something up his sleeve. He 
waited head and head with Graziella to the 
three-eighths post where he cut loose and draw- 
ing away from the others as though they were 
tied won off by himself and with a lot in re- 
serve. Gold Band, with Burns up and the bet- 
ting choice, was fourth. Newsgatherer, thanks 
to Bloss’ good judgment, got the place. 

The fourth race was the Imp-Macy contest 
and then came a five and a half furlongs dash, 
which was a gift to Abuse. The Foster Bros.’ 
horse was a 1 to 5 chance and won, as he should, 
in a gallop. Bloss got Abuse off badly and rode 
a poor race, but the sprinter was so much the 
best that it was hardly possible for him to lose. 

The closing event, which was at nine furlongs, 
was run in the dark. Clay Poyuter, the 2 to 1 
favorite, led all the way and won handily. 
Double Dummy, at the false price of 4 to 1, 
and poorly ridden, finished second, with Mr. 
Easton third. The field was well bunched all 
the way. 

James O’Leary was a spectator Saturday at 
Lakeside. At one time O’Leary owned and 
controlled a great part of that track. He still 
has stock in it, but is taking no active part in 
the racing. Mr. O’Leary said he had soid out 
his interest in the poolroom he had at Roby to 
Jack Nesmet and as Leo Mayer and “Kid” 
Weller have the betting privilege at the track, 
he is a gentleman of leisure. 

yearlings of promise. 

“Kelston” of the Morning Telegraph thinks 
some of the 2-year-old stars of 1899 are at Morris 
Park, and has this to say about some that he 
has inspected : 

“There are close to a hundred yearlings at 
Morris Park, and unless I am very much mis- 
taken quite a number of them will prove to be 
close to, if not quite, first class. 

“In W. Karrick’s string there is a raking, big 
framed chestnut colt by Potomac, out of Mar- 
vel, that has shown a wonderful turn of speed, 
and as he is an improving sort, with good bone, 
there is every reason to expect that he will 
prove a bit more than a commoner. Arthur 
White, who owns him, is very sweet on him and 
it is to be hoped that he may piove a real 
clinker. 

“In the same string Mr. Reynolds owns a colt 
by Victory, out of a Himyar mare, that has also 
been highly tried. Like all of the get of Vic- 
tory, be is a bit on the plain order, but he is a 
rare mover, and looks one of the sort to come 
early to hand. Another very promising young- 
ster in Karrick’s string is a chestnut filly by 
Hanover, out of Dawn of Day, sister to Cash 
Day, by Strathmore. 

“In A. J. Joyner’s string the Himyar— Lady 
Agues colt has been highly tried, while several 
others have shown fairly well. The Fonso— 
Falerna colt, purchased recently at the Apple- 
gate and McMeekiu sale, has not yet been 
asked much. This is a bloodlike colt and one 
of promise. 

“In J. Hynes’ lot, which he has been handling 
for Mr. James R. Keene, more than the average 
number have shown good trials, and as they are 
mostly all good specimens of different types and 



out of mares that have already produced winners 
there is every prospect of the popular white and 
blue polka dots being very much in evidence 
next season. The chestnut colt by Domino — 
Lucy Wallace, which is patterned very much 
after his sire, is a racehorse already aud carries 
himself like a 4-year-old. He is a bold, resolute 
mover, with beautiful action, and I doubt if 
many of our fleetest horses in training could 
stand the pace that this clean-cut young Domino 
can set. Another very nice Domino is the brown 
colt out of Mereshill, by Macgregor. 

“But of the colts by Domino the brown out of 
Bonnie Gal may develop into the highest class 
horse of all. This is a lengthy, nicely balanced 
colt, with good bone, and looks all over the 
makings of a high class horse. Like all the 
rest of the young Dominos, he is a nice dis- 
positioned colt, and although he has not shown 
the phenomenal speed of the Lucy Wallace 
colt, I prefer his chances of developing into a 
good racehorse. 

“The chestnut colt by Hanover, out of Hot 
Scotch, was amiss for a time. Consequently he 
has not been in condition to try like some of 
the others. Enough, however, has been done 
with him to know that he is very fast, and as he 
is a true actioned and bioodlike colt I am 
rather sanguine of his proving one of the best 
Hauovers of his year. Of the fillies in the 
Keene lot, the chestnut by Domino, out of Fair 
Vision, dam of Horoscope and Miss Tenny, 
which is a lengthy, racy line, has shown to be 
very fast, as has the Cerito filly, by St. Leon- 
ards, a big framed raking colt, with good bone. 
This filly promises to develop into a very fine 
type of mare of the rangy, roomy pattern. 

“The Sister to St. Cloud, a smooth turned, 
well finished, powerful bay, with rare limbs, is 
a grand goer, aud with as much speed as any of 
the lot. There are several others in the string 
that have shown well in their trials, but the 
above named, I think, will prove to be the best 
of the bunch. J. Hynes, who has broken and 
handled these youngsters, is to be congratu- 
lated on their condition as well as their perfect 
manners, which latter is a most important 
point which all practical horsemen understand 
and appreciate.”

Tom Nepper shipped a car load of yearlings 
belonging to George Bennett and the Calm 
brothers to Memphis the other day. Mr. Nep- 
per will campaign a string of horses at New 
Orleans this winter for Mr. Bennett. He ex- 
pects to race Forbush, Gath, Miss Frances, 
Night Gown and several other nags at the New 
Orleans meeting.— St. Louis Republic. 

Maher, the lightweight jockey, surprised Dr. 
D. T. Sullivan of St. Francis' Hospital, Hart- 
ford, Conn., Friday, by a donation of $500 to 
that institution. Maher’s home is in Hartford 
and he thought a contribution to the hospital 
at this season would be productive of good.

ALBERT EDWARD’S HORSES. 

The breeding of live stock is carried on at the 
Prince of Wales’ Norfolk residence on a ‘toler- 
ably extensive scale. Shorthorns and sheep, 
shire horses, hackneys, and blood stock are all 
reared at Sandringham, and with no little suc- 
cess, thongh at first sight perhaps the locality 
would scarcely strike one as well adapted for 
the production of the thoroughbred. The 
Sandringham estate, however, which now ex- 
tends to about 12,000 acres, includes a variety 
of soils, and it is to the advantage of horse 
breeding that limestone is found. On Monday 
last it was that a smali party of journalists 
visited Sandringham, at the invitation of the 
Prince of W’ales, to look over the stud farm de- 
voted to the thoroughbreds, Lord Marcus Beres- 
ford, who manages the Prince’s stud, and Sir 
Dighton Probyn acting as hosts, with a kind- 
ness which left nothing to be desired. Much 
as one admired the occupants of the boxes, it 
was impossible to leave out of consideration 
the stabling itself, which is singularly con- 
venient and complete. The boxes are longer, 
wider and higher than the usual run of stables; 
in fact, the size of the boxes makes all the 
horses look smaller than they are. Built of 
stone quarried on the estate, they are roofed 
with slate and thatched underneath the slate, 
an arrangement which goes far to insure an 
equable temperature. The old boxes, in front 
of which is a straw bedding exercising ring, 
house some brood mares, as also do the new 
boxes, built not far away, and these, too, have 
large exercising yards attached to them, while 
near Wolferton some more boxes are being 
erected for the public mares which visit the 
Sandringham stud. Persimmon is, of course, 
the central figure of the Sandringham stud, and 
evident honor is paid to him. Outside his 
spacious box is a brass plate setting forth his 
victories and the amount woo by him in stakes, 
the sum representing (including second money) 
about £35,000. 

Persimmon has developed into a remarkably 
fine horse, his appearance, as well as that of 
the mares and foals, reflecting the highest 
credit on Walker, the stud groom. The horse’s 
coat is just breaking now, and that, of course, 
makes a little difference; but most other 
horses are in the same boat. 3t. Simon, as 
every one knows, is a grand horse, but he is 
unquestionably light of bone. His son, Per- 
simmon, on the other hand, is a horse of great 
substance, a characteristic which is doubtless 
due to the coarser Melbourne blood nicking 
with the lighter Vedette straiu. At all events, 
Persimmon is a grand looking horse, and as his 
subscription list is full for the next two or 
three years at 300 guineas, it is evident that 
breeders think highly of him. His Derby vic- 
tory is not yet forgotten; in fact, few will fail 
to remember his final tussle with St. Frusquin, 
or the sceue which followed the hoisting of 
Persimmon’s number, while the popularity of 
the royal colors was evinced later on when the 
horse wou the Ascot Cup. 

The yearlings we did not see, as they have 
been sent to Newmarket to Marsh’s place to be 
trained for their engagements; but the brood 
mares were on view, and they are a very nice 
collection. The first to be looked over was 
Fanchette, by Specalum— Reticence, the dam of 
Versailles and Eventail. Perdita II. is a Hamp- 
ton mare, naturally an object of interest, for is 
she not the dam of the famous Persimmon aud 
Florizel II. (the latter is at Newmarket)? She 
was foaled in 1881, and is beginning to show 
signs of age, but, barring accidents, she should 
be good for several more foals yet. Merrio 
Lassie was on the sick list, for she was un- 
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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



A Windsor dispatch to yesterday’s Enquirer 
says : “Sixty or more horses that have been 
racing at Windsor left by the Detroit and 
Cleveland Line of boats for the Forest City to- 
night. Next Monday a race meeting will open 
at the half mile track of the Valley Fair Asso- 
ciation, a few miles out of Cleveland. It was 
the original intention of the promoters to race 
for $100 purses. According to the rules of the 
Western Turf Congress and the Jockey Club 
the iowest purse that could be offered was $250. 
A number of bookmakers chipped together and 
offered to guarantee the purses, and on these 
conditions a number of stables racing at Wind- 
sor haveibeen shipped to the Ohio city. 

“The meeting is scheduled to last a week, but 
if the game proves good aud the attendance is 
up to the mark it may be continued indefinitely. 
Among the Detroiters who will make books are 
Billy Howard, “Long John” and others. Allen 
Dale has shipped his stable, consisting of 
Cavotte, Debride, Rosa Duke, Love Letter II, 
and six others. Schnitz Edwards has sent on 
Imposition and Kas. Judging from the horses 
sent on the meeting ought to prove a success." 



With the imported sires Siddartha and Wood- 
moss and a choice band of well selected brood- 
mares Dr. A. W. Me Alester has been for sev- 
eral years quietly breeding good racehorses on 
his stockfarm near Columbia, Mo. That he 
has succeeded well such cracking good fillies 
as Belle of Memphis and Lady Cailahau fur- 
nish ample evidence. At Lakeside, before the 
races Monday, he will offer for sale at auction 
eight colts and two fillies by the sires men- 
tioned. They are said to be big, well grown 
yearlings, and because of their fine breeding 
and the speed already shown by their near 
relatives should be well worth paying good 
prices for. The colt that is more than a half 
brother to Belle of Memphis is said to be espe- 
cially worthy of keen competition.
